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EEPORT 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  respectfully  presents  the 
following  as  his  Annual  Report  of  the  Schools  of  Hampton  Falls  : 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 
Prudential  Committee,  Mr.  Edward  D.  Pike. 

The  first  term  of  this  school  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ju- 
lia Fogg  of  North  Hampton.  Her  literary  attainments  were  good, 
and  she  came  well  recommended,  but  did  not  fully  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  your  Committee,  owing  doubtlesss,  in  part,  to  her  compara- 
tive inexperience,  not  having  taught  but  a  single  term  previously. 
With  more  experience  she  will  undoubtedly  make  a  good  teacher. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Abbie  B.  Coffin  of  Salisbury. 
She  came  to  us  with  good  references  and  with  an  experience  in  teach- 
ing of  more  than  two  years.  She  had  attended  seven  or  eight  sessions 
of  the  Teachers1  Institute.  Her  literary  attainments  were  all  that 
could  be  desired.  She  was  devoted  to  her  work ;  but  yet  the  school 
was  deficient  in  good  order  and  thoroughness,  which  are  of  the  very 
first  importance.  Your  Committee  thinks  it  attributable  in  a  great 
measure  to  a  want  of  sympathy  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  pa- 
rents. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Prudential  Committee,  Mr.  John  C.  Sanborx. 
This  school  during  the  whole  year  was  under  the  efficient  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Martha  A.  Dowe.     The    school   was   characterized  by 
good  order  and  a  decree  of  thoroughness  in  the  various  branches, 


•which  did  honor  to  both  teacher  and  scholars.  Your  Committee 
would  recommend  to  the  district  to  secure,  if  possible,  her  services 
for  another  year. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Prudential  Committee,  Me.  Samuel  H.  Dearborn. 

Miss  Sarah  M.  Moulton  of  Salisbury,  was  teacher  in  this  district 
during  a  part  of  the  year.  She  was  not  as  successful  as  we  could 
have  desired ;  she  failed  chiefly  in  her  discipline ;  she  had  had  but  lit- 
tle experience,  and  her  want  of  better  success  was  largely  owing  to 
this  fact.  We  regret  that  she  could  not  have  successfully  kept  the 
school  to  its  close. 

For  the  last  thirteen  weeks  of  this  school,  the  services  of  Mr.  Al- 
bert J.  Sanborn  were  secured.  Under  his  tuition  there  was  evinced 
a  marked  improvement,  both  in  its  good  order  and  in  its  proficiency 
in  the  different  studies. 

Your  Committee  is,  however,  of  the  opinion,  that  if  good,  experi- 
enced female  teachers  can  be  obtained,  it  would  be  for  the  interest 
not  only  of  this,  but  of  all  the  districts,  to  secure  their  services  rath- 
er than  those  of  males.  Our  schools  are  already  quite  too  short,  and 
as  the  salary  of  female  teachers  is  generally  considerably  less  than 
that  of  males,  by  employing  the  former,  we  can  have  proportionally 
longer  schools,  which  is  certainly  desirable. 

Your  Committee  further  suggests,  that  in  order  to  improve  the 
character  and  efficiency  of  our  schools,  it  is  of  the  first  importance 
that  parents  and  others  having  the  care  of  children  should  co-ope- 
rate with  the  teacher,  rather  than  listen  to  the  often  groundless  com- 
plaints of  their  children,  and  perhaps,  allow  them  to  remain  out  of 
school.  Nothing  could  be  more  detrimental  to  the  discipline  of  a 
school  than  such  a  procedure  on  the  part  of  parents.  Can  there  no 
be  fewer  cases  of  tardiness  and  absence  in  our  schools  ?  Let  pa- 
rents answer  the  question.
